Timber fires in Minnesota and Wis- 


consin have destroyed pine lands worth 
millions of dollars, rendered thousands 
homeless and caused the loss of many 
lives. 
These fires devastated large 


areas, consuming everything in then- 
paths and leaving nothing but ashes 
and the charred bones of their victims 
in their wake. 


The origin of these flres seemed un- 


accountable. People could not believe 
that they were the result of accident. 
It was known that frauds were com- 
mitted against the State by timber pi- 
rates, in cutting the timber on school 
lands, and a committee had been ap- 
pointed by the Legislature to investi- 
gate the frauds. This committee ascer- 
tained that the timber pirates had ap- 
propriated millions of dollar? worth of 
lumber belonging to the State, and to 
cover up their stealings bad started the 
flres which have devastated several 
counties. The lumber men, it is 
alleged, fired tho timber to make the 
measurement of stumpage impossible 
and destroy the evidence of their guilt. 
Employes are said to have been in- 
structed to burn over tho ground from 
which the timber had been cut, and to 
make a good, clean job of it. 


The flres spread over a thousand 


square miles of territory, destroyed 
hundreds of lives and over $20,000,000 
of property, and if it is proved thut 
they were started to conceal the depre- 
dations of timber thieves, those thieves 
ought to be punished to the full extent 
of tho law.

SILVER CLUB RESOLUTIONS. 


Eesolutions adopted by tho Silver 


Club of Southern Eameralda are pub- 
lished in the JOURNAL. The Club en- 
dorses the platform and ticket of the 
Silver State Convention, held at Car- 
son, and reflect somewhat on the action 
of the Populist Mass Convention for 
its attempt to divide the opposition to 
the enemies of free coinage. 


It is barely possible that the nomi- 


nation of a State ticket by a few Beno 
people may result advantageously to 
the Bepublicans, but it is morally cer- 
tain that some of the leaders in the 
movement did not engage in it for that 
purpose. Several of the persons who 
participated in the proceedings wore 
Harrison or Cleveland men two years 
ago, but it is wrong to impugn tli eir 
motives on that account. Their con- 
version may be as thorough and sincere 
as was that of those who left the old 
parties two years ago. True, it has 
taken longer to discover that the old 
parties agree on the money question 
and disagree only on tariff schedules 
but, having made the discovery, there 
is reason for hoping that they arc act- 
ing in good faith in organizing a Htuto 
People's party. Some of the leaders, 
however, are opposed to the free coin- 
age of gold and silver, and in that par- 
ticular at least are not in accord with 
the Omaha platform. Others of them 
are sincere advocates of free coinage, 
and would not knowingly do aught to 
assist either of the Wall Street twins, 


New Developments In ii Murder Ca«e. 
SAN FBANCISCO, September 10. — A 


sensational defense will be offered at 
the trial of Mrs. Elizabeth Bryan for 
the murder of her sister blind Nancy 
Maagher at Petaluma The claim will 
be that the real murderer is William 
Klein, now under sentence of death for 
another murder at Monterey. A num- 
ber of people of Petaluma saw a young 
man armed with a shotgun near the 
Meagher house on the day of the mur- 
der. 
No trace of him could be found, 


but after a few months another murder 
was committed near Monterey with a 
shotgun. Klein was arrested and con- 
victed of this crime. He answers the 
description of tho man seen near the 
Meagher house and admits that he was 
at Navato, near Petaluma, on the day 
of the Meagher murder. 


THE IRRIGATION 
CONGRESS. 


The Third National Irrigation Con- 


gress, which was in session at Denver 
last week, adopted a memorial to Con- 
gress relative to arid lands. The me- 
morial sets forth that the subject of 
irrigation comprehends a most fruitful 
field for National legislation in behalf 
of home-seekers. About two-flftha of 
the total area of our whole country is 
without sufficient rainfall to make it 
habitable, and, therefore, if it is to 
constitute the homes of a happy people 
of the present generation or of genera- 
tions to come it must be irrigated. As 
the great work of discovery and distri- 
bution of our waters, which must pre- 
cede the intelligent location by the 
home-seeker, and the actual work of 
reclamation is too great and expensive 
to be comprehensively undertaken by 
individuals. 
The Congress of the 


United States was, therefore, respect- 
fully, but urgently, petitioned to make 
adequate appropriation for a compre- 
hensive and practical survey of the 
arid region by competent engineers. 
Congress is also urged, as the work of 
survey progresses, to enact such laws 
and repeal such other laws, if any, as 
may be necessary to meet the condi- 
tions found to exist, as the result of 
survey. 


The Congress adopted resolutions 


favoring the repeal of the Desert Land 
act. and the appointment of a National 
Irrigation Commission, vested with the 
supervision of such irrigation works as 
may be constructed by the General 
Government.
